The Edmonton Jour 
nal of Monday, November 
17, 1997 noted that after 
fifty years a former Edmon.- 
ton doctor who was an agent 
in the secret Allied Armies 
of World War If was hon- 
oured when a Commemo- 
rative Plaque was unveiled 
at the Royal Alexandria 
Hospital where he had 
served as chief of thoracic sur- 
gery from 1963 until his 
death in 1969. That doctor 
was Colin Scott Dafoe. a 
Madoc bey. 

“He was a genuine 


Canadian hero who has 


been allowed toslip through 
the cracks.” said Darrell 
Knight of Calgary, who led 
a campaign to secure rec- 
ognition for Colin Dafoe. 
Colin Dafoe was 
born in Madoc on Novem- 
ber 21st, 1909 at the family 
residence on St. Lawrence 
Street East. His father, 
Frank Dafoe, ran a profit- 
able hardware business at 
the north-west corner of St. 
Lawrence East and Durham 
Street where Re-Max Re 
alty now has its office.

He Wis delivered hry 
his-father’s cousin, Di 
William Dafoe, known tm 
the area as “Old Doc” of

and Dr. William Dafoe, a 
leading obstetricion and 
gynaccologist. It was he

Datoe to England in No 
vember 1938. There he 
signed a declaration declar 
ing his intention fo stay mn 
England to serve im the ci 
vilian Medical Service in 
the eventofl war. When war 
broke out in September of 
1939, he was vranted an 
emerpenes-eomniission as 
lieutenant in the Royal 
Army Medical Corps. . 

On, May 1944, the 
great adventure of his life 
began. Atthe Teheran Con- 
ference of 1943, Churchill, 
Stalin and Roosevelt de 
cided to give support to the 
Partisan resistance fighters 
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in Yugoslavia, led by then 
unknown Tito, who were 
engaged im combat with 
German iuvaderss Colin 
Datoe became a part of that

Q. I want to know why 
the U.S. is deducting tax 
from my social security 
pension, even though my 
income is so low that I 
have never had to pay tax 
on this money before. Is 
there any way I can re- 
cover these taxes? 

A. Yes. At present. U.S. 
social security benefits are 
exempt from tax in Canada, 
but subject toa 25.5% with- 
holding tax by the U.S. how- 
ever, a new Protocol was 
signed on July 29, 1997 
which allows only the coun- 
try in which the taxpayer 
resides to tax the social se- 
curity benefits. This new 
rule will be retroactive to 
January 1, 1996. If, as a 
result of the new rules, tax- 
payers would end up pay- 
ing less to Canada than the 
amounts withheld in the 
U.S., the difference will be 
refunded to them. Revenue 
Canada will pay the refunds 
automatically, based on in- 
formation supplied to them 


by the IRS. It will not be 
necessary to fill out any 
special forms. Refunds will 
be sent out sometime in 
1998, 

Q. My children are uni- 
versity students, age 19 
and 21. Can I still claim 
medical expenses on their 
behalf, even though they 
are over 18? 

A. Yes. There is no age 


limut tor claiming medical 

expenses for children or 
other dependants. You can 
claim medical expenses you 
paid for anyone who ts de- 
pendent on you for support, 
regardless of age. However. 
except for your spouse, you 
must make an adjustment if 
the dependant’s income is 
over $6.456. And, except 
for children or grandchil- 
dren, the ‘dependant must 
be resident in Canada. 

Q. My income is so low 
that I have not filed a tax 
return for several years. 
Some! of my friends tell 
me they have been receiv- 
ing cheques for the GST/ 
HST credit. How do I ap- 
plyforit? + 

A. Toapply for the goods 
and services tax credit, you 


or your spouse must file a 
tax return (even if there is 
no income to report) and 
complete the GST/HST ap- 
plication section. The credit 
you apply for on your 1997 
retum will be paid in instal- 
ments in 1998 and 1999, It 
is Not too late to file returns 
for’ 1990 through 1996 to 
obtain the goods and serv- 
ices tax credits for those 
years. If eligible, you may 
also file to claim the federal 
sales tax credits for 1986 
through.1990. 

Q. I am a full-time 
farmer and file my GST 
return annually. Is it pos- 
sible to file more often sof 
don’t have to wait until 
the end of the year to get 


~ 


my refund? 

A. Yes. You may file 
quarterly, Or even monthly 
Hf you wish. If yu choose a 
monthly or quafterly filing 
period, your GST/HST re- 


turn must be filed within’ 


one month of the end of the 
reporting period. Also, once 
you have chosen a repori- 
ing period, you must use it 
for at least one year. 

Q. lam physically disa- 


bled and have claimed the 


disability amount for the 
last few years. In 1997, I 
started a new job but, in 
order to fulfil my employ- 
ment duties, I had to hire 
an attendant to assist me. 


May I claim the cost of 


this attendant as a medi- 
cal expense? 

A. Yes, you may. How- 
ever, it may be to your ad- 
vantage toclaim the special 
deduction for attendant care 
expenses instead, especially 
in light of the changes an- 
nounced in the 1997 Fed- 
eral budget abolishing the 
$5,000 deduction limit for 
these expenses. The deduc- 
tion, which can be calcu- 
lated on Form T929, is lim- 
ited to the amount you paid 
or two-thirds of youreamed 
income, whichever is small- 
est. The medical expense 
deduction, on the other 
hand, is reduced by 3% of 
your net income. Because 
there are limitations in- 
volved with both methods, 
care must be taken so that 
the most beneficial claim is 


selected. Whether you 
claim the attendant care 
expenses as a medical ex- 
pense or claim the special 
deduction, you may also 
claimthe disability amount, 
so long as the attendant care 
expenses are under $ 10,000 
(up trom $5,000 in 1996). If 
the amount is over $10,000, 
claiming thenras amedical 
expense will affect your 
claim to the 
amount. 


Q. Last year, | paid a 
lot of medical expenses for 
my wife. Since she and | 


both have employment 

income, should we con- 

sider splitting the medical 
_ expense claim? 

A. Probably not. Because 
only medical expenses in 
excess of 3% of net income 
of $1,614 may be claimed, 
itis almost always beneft- 
cial for one spouse taclann 
all of the expenses meurred 
for both. The lower income 
spouse should claim the 
expenses, providing he or 
she has sufficient tax pay- 
able to absorb the expenses. 

Q. My wife and I made 
charitable donations dur- 
ing the year amounting to 


_ $200 each. Is it better for 


us to claim all the dona- 
tions on one tax return, or 
for each of us to claim our 
own donations? 

A. itis beneficial to pool 
the donations and make one

factors and find the causes 
for illness - not simply deal 
with symptoms. Dealing 
with symptoms often only 
involves the use of pharma- 
ceuticals, some with their 
own side effects. 
Environmental 
Medicine had _ been 
practiced for years by thou- 
sands of physicians in Asia, 
Australia, Europe and the 
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’ U.S. After a similar trial 


ordeal of a doctor in Nova 
Scotia, a government 
funded clinic has opened to 
treat patients with environ- 
mental sensitivity. .

of justice’and abuse of 

wer. The college investi- 
gator has testified that files 
of alleged patient com- 
plaints were accidentally 
shredded!!!

‘IT can’t subscribe to the 
conspiracy theory,”’ says 
distinguished long-time poli- 
tician Paul Hellyer. *‘T have 
no evidence. However all | 
do know is that birds of a 
feather generally flock to- 
gether to feather their own 
nests.”’ 

Hellyer, appearing at 
Coulter’s Book Store in 
Campbellford last week to 
introduce his new book, 
*“The Evil Empire’, en- 
thralled a small gathering 
with his thoughts on Cana- 
da’s monetary system. 

Summing up what he 
describes as analarming situ- 
WGitionat his book-signing visit, 
Hellyersays the Multilateral 
Agreement on Investment 
(MAI), which the govern- 
ment plans to sign, is the 


t 
most frightening threat to 
Canadian sovereignty ever. 

Hellyer should be taken 
seriously. A child of the Great 
Depression, his political 
background is impressive 
with service in the govern- 
ments of former Prime Min- 
isters Louis St. Laurent, 
Lester B. Pearsonand Pierre 
Prudeau, : 

First elected:in 1949, he 
lostthe Liberal Party leader- 
ship to Trudeau in 1968. He 
eventually resigned fromthe 
Prudeau cabinet on a ques- 
tion of principle relating to 
housing. 

The tall, distinguished 
looking leader of the Cana- 
dian Action Party says the 
MAI issue, which he refers 
toas ** globalization’s darker 
side,’’ isall the more critical 
because he claims only one 
adult in every 100 realizes 
what moneys and where it 
comes from. 

‘*Most people think the 
federal government prints it 


but if that was the case it 


would be a different system 
and we wouldn’thaveall the 
problems with debts and 
deficits that we have today,”’ 
explained Hellyer. 


Creating Money 


“In fact, nearly all the 
new money created each 


year is created by private 
banks. Banks manufacture 
money the way steel com- 
panies manufacture steel. 

“They create it out of 
thin air (suoject to a small 
capital requirement) 
everytime they make anew 
loan. You go to a bank to 
borrow money, provide ad- 
equate collateral, sign a note 
and presto new money is 
created." 

He said the principal 
problem with this system is 
that it is all created as debt. 


Furthermore, itis debt on | 


which interest must be paid. 
**So how is this done?” 
he asks. ** We have to bor- 
row more in order,to pay 
the interest on what we al- 
ready owe and go deeper 
and deeper into debt.”’ 
Hellyer says that if pri- 


vate banks maintain their’ 


virtual monopoly on money 
creation, the country will 
continue to be run for the 
benefit of the banks and bond 
dealers. Only by taking back 
some of that power will it be 
possible to regain the fiscal 
flexibility essential forajust 
and compassionate society, 
he notes. 

He charges that the Lib- 
eral government has fought 
the deficit on the backs of 
the taxpayers, resulting in 
the loss of a half million jobs.

Most of our house plants’ 


Ofiginate in tropical rain for- 
ests where they daily absorb 
toxins from air and water. 
Phe book, ECO, rates house 
plants according to the 
amount of toxins they ab- 
sorb, their ease of growing, 
and their freedom from 
pests. 

Here are the ratings of a 
few of the plants: 

alms, rubber plant, Bos- 
ton fern, 9 of 10; ’ English 
ivy, peace lily, florist mum,8 
of 10; weeping fig, 
dieffenbachia, orchids, 7 of 
10; Philodendron, spider 
plant, azalea, 6 of 10, 

Glenn then showed some 
good gardening magazines- 
-Canadian Gardening, Plant 
and Garden. Seed Cata- 
logues were displayed. Those 
known to be reliable were 
Dominion Seed House, 
stokes, Wm. Dam, Richters 
(herbs), McFayden’s, etc. 
Some of the seeds recom- 
mended were Salvia, Sizzle 
Mix, Petunias, Ultra and 
Merlin, Geranium-Maver= 
icks. 

Planting Time: Now-- 
Plant geraniums and begon- 
ias; Mid-Feb.--impatiens, 
dusty miller, pansy, salvia; 
end of Feb.--petunias. 

If using soiless mix, keep 
soil moist. Add No-Damp to 
the water to prevent fungus 
growth. Plant the seeds and 
create a greenhouse by cov- 
ering with plastic and plac- 
ing over a register or on a 
fridge until the seeds germi- 
nate. Then remove the plas- 
lic and place seeds under 
lights. 

The last topic was a brief 
description of block garden- 
ing which Glenn uses. A 
garden areais divided length- 
wise by two paths. 

On each side, the soil is 
divided into 4 ft. x 4 ft. 
blocks, each block planted 
with different seeds. 

With this type of inten- 
sive gardening many more 
plants can be grown in a 
smaller area and mainte- 
nance is easier. You may 
also plant compatible plants 
side by side. Mulchthe grow- 
ing plants with straw, grass 
clippings (noherbicides) and 
dry leaves. These hold mois- 
ture and discourage weeds. 

Fertilize heavily with a 
high third number. Trellis 
plants can also be grown in 
a block, such as peas, cu- 
cumbers, beans and squash. 

Glenn was thanked forall 
this interesting information, 
and presented with a gift. 
The meetingadjourned fora 
social time. Next meeting 
will be Monday, March 2nd.

Mr. Timlin, iftstead of sin- 
gling out minor hockey, for- 
got to mention that there is 
also a junior C team, figure 
skating and many adult 
teams using the arena. 

If anything is over subsi- 
dized at the arena itis public 
skating. If he is so worried 
about the deficit maybe he 
should look at the fact thatat 
a hockey game, the arena 
has two staff personnel on 
duty--one to drive the 
Zamboni and the other to 
move the nets. It’s a pretty 
good job moving nets at $12 
per hour instead of hiring 
students at half the rate, the 
Way it used to be.

Ball hockey has gone. 
One tournament moved to 
Warkworth.

$70,000. Maybe they should 
look tO see if they really 
need a Rec Director's office. 
Ifits gone, the deficitis gone. 

Look around at the other 
centres near.us. Not’one of 
them has a Rec Director, not 
even Stirling and that arena 
gets more use than ours. 
Ours is probably the onls 
arena that runs at such a 
high deficit and that sounds 
like admipistration problems 
to me. 

I believe the elected rep- 
resentalives on council 
should take an honest look 
at where the deficit problem 
really isand address the prob- 
lém rather than have mu- 
nicipal staff making political 
statements without support- 
ing documentation.

Dramatic reversal in welfare 


A visit to Northumber- 
land in late January by Com- 
munity and Social Services 
Minister Janet Ecker is a 
reminder of just how far 
Ontario has come with wel- 
fare reform. 

Provincially, the numbers 
are astounding. Since June 
of 1995, 244,000 adults and 
children have stopped de- 
pending on welfare in On- 
tario--a drop of 18 per cent. 

This dramatic reversal 
comes after many years of 
steadily increasing welfare 
rolls. Rising welfare num- 
bers in the province had 
many causes, but few an- 
swers. To find a solution 
was, perhaps, even more 
difficult. 

In 1995 we introduced a 
series of welfare and eco- 
nomic reforms that have 
turned this situation around. 
These reforms are based on 
two principles: there must 
be jobs for people coming 
off welfare, and; people re- 
quire skills and experience 
to help them land that first 
job after being on social as- 
sistance, 

Economic reforms, lower 
taxes. andless red tape have 
helped to create a booming 
economy in Ontario. with 

net New johs cre- 


ated in the last two years. 
That has helped to satisfy 


the first principle. But even 
inthe good times of the mid- 
1980s, Welfare rolls contin- 
ued to increase. What we 
needed was a program to 
hefp lift people out of the 
welfare trap and into paid 
employment. 

The Ontario Works pro- 
gram, or workfare, as it’s 
commonly known, has been 
one of the ‘government's 
most controversial, yet suc- 
cessful programs. To date, 
more than 53,000 people 
have participated in work 
placements in 51 communi- 
ties,across Ontario. Here in 
Northumberland, we have 
an active program, and one 
of the most successful. 

Northumberland was one 
of the first 20 test sites se- 
lected when the program 
was introduced almbst two 
years ago. Since that time, 
general welfare assistance , 
cases in the County have” 
been reduced by 31 percent. 
More importantly. many 
Ontario Works participants 
have found paving jobs. The 
program also provides em» 
ployment support services 
and basic — $s upgene 
en, 


program, people on social 
assistance who are able to 
work take part in commu- 


nity placement or train fora 
job. 


arlicipants spend anav- 

erage of 17 hours per week 
in community service: the 
balance of their time is de- 
voted to looking for paid 
employment. Many have 
said the experience helps 
them reconnect with the 
working world and gain re- 
newed confidence in their 
skills and abilities. It is, for 
them, an empowering expe- 
rience. 

lam extremely proud of 
the progress we've made 
with welfare reform in On- 
tanio. In Northumberland the 
program has become a wel- 


fare to work opportunity ¢ 


that is giving hundreds of 
people new hope for a 
brighter future. 

For participants itis a re- 
affirmation of the value of 
their work, ang the desire 
we all have to be productive 
members of society.

For the first time at the 
local and national levels. 
pharmacists are organizing 
a medicine cabinet clean- 
up campaign aimed at get- 
ting nd of unwanted and 
potentially unsafe medica- 
tion. 

Area pharmacists like 
Glenda Rumbles of Cen- 
tennial Pharamey in Nor- 
wood, Martin Edge of Ham- 
ilton Drugstore in Have- 
lock, Barbara Taylorof 
Johnston's Pharmacy in 
Hastings, Aly Khan Velji 
of Warkworth Pharmacy in 
and Evans Li of McLaren's 
IDAinCampbellford also 
support another aspect of 
the campaign which encour- 
ages local residents to talk 
to their pharmacist about 
ways they can take charge 
of their health. 


And that certainly ties in 
with the theme of this year’s 
campaign: “A Healthy 
Partnership... Youand Your 
Pharmacist, Finding Solu- 
tions Together.” 

“People should know 
that it’s important to talk to 
their pharmacist,” says 
Glenda Rumbles. 

“Prescription and non- 
prescription medications 
used properly can make 
people healthier,” Mrs.

“Misuse of drugs is ama- 
jor public health issue,” adds 
Martin Edge. 

“It is estimated that ap- 
proximately half of all pre- 
scriptions dispensed are not 
used properly.” Mr. Edge 
Says. 

“Medications are an im- 
portanttool inthe manage- 
ment of health, but only if 
they are used properly,” he 
stresses! “otherwise they 
can seriously harm a per- 
son.” : 

A recent national réview 
estimates that 50 per cent of 


people do not take their pre-; 


scription medications ex- 
actly as prescribed at esti- 
mated costs to Canada’s 
health care system of be- 
tween $7 to$9 billion a year 
in direct and indirect costs. 

The Canadian Pharmacy 
Association also estimates 
that each year drug “non- 
compliance” is the cause of 
ten per cent of all hospital 
admissions -- un to 25 per

for the elderly and 23 per 
cent of all nursing home 
adnussions. 

It is estimated that 
200,000 illnesses a year 
among people over 65 are 
attributed 40 reactions [to 
drugs. 


But this need not hap- 
pen, Evans Li says. 

“When people take the 
lume to speak with their 
pharmacist they can learn 
what the drug ts for, how to 
take it, where to store i, 
what to do if they have side 
effects, how to tell if it ts 
working and what foods, 
alcohol or other drugs they 
should avoid while taking 
if. 


“They can also talk to 
the pharmacist about health 
concerns about staying 
healthy.” Mr. Li adds. 

Aly Khan Velji says that 


expired and unused medi- . 


cations left lying around the 
house are the leading cause 
of accidental poisoning. 
“They are also hazard- 
ous to Our water systems 
and landfills if washed down 
the drain or thrown in the 
garbage,” Mr. Velji says. 
“The best thing is to bring 
them back to the pharmacy 
for disposal.” - 
“People should know 
thal it is important to al- 
ways talk with their phar- 
macist,”’ Mrs. Rumbles said.

World Day of Prayer 


Two neighbours. One 
has adequate ‘income .ot 
about $22,000 per year. 
Combined with her hus- 
band’s higher wage. i 
makes for acomfortable liv- 
ing. They have two healthy 
children who attend school 
regularly. and whose grand- 
parents visit them each 
weekend. The folks next 
door, on the other hand, do 
not live as well. The hus- 
band earns about $700.00 
per year. In part because 
she has had such poor 
schooling, the wife can’t 
find much work outside of 
the home. Their third daugh- 
ter died before her fifth 
birthday, and their remain- 
ing children have never 
known their grandparents. 
who died before the age of 
60. 

Far-fetched? Not re- 
ally. The first neighbour is 
you, a Canadian. The sec- 
ond, a Malagasy woman on 
the island of Madagascar, 
off of the coast of Africa. 
The “facts” about your life 
and hers are gleaned from 
the United Nations Human 
Development Index for 
1997. Madagascar placed 
152nd of 175 countries in 
1997 in this measurement 
of standards of living. 
Canada placed first. 

How can we and the 
Malagasy be good neigh- 
bours to each other? This is 
the central question of the 
1998 World Day of Prayer, 
written by the women of 
Madagascar. The enormous 
gaps between our standard 
of living and the Malagasy’s 
could lead us, and the Mala- 
gasy. to despair. But de- 
spair is nota“ Third World” 
characteristic, and it must 
not be ours. Neither should 
our indignance that we live 
in such an unequal world be 
our sole response. Rather, 
we should commit our- 


- selves to learning more and 


taking action for justice. 
Come to this year’s World 
Day of Prayer and learn 
what it means to be a good 
neighbour in an often un- 
just world. 

World Day of Prayer 
is a global, ecumenical 
movement of “informed 
prayer and prayerful ac- 
tion’. On the first Friday in 
March of each year, people
